A General Increase Is Proposed in In­ 


valid Pensions. 
Washington, 
Jan. 28—Representa­ 
tive Sulloway of New 
Hampshire, 
chairman of the committee on invalid 
pensions, has introduced a distinctly 
service and age pension bill which 
will give to each soldier who ha? serv­ 
ed ninety days and who reaches the 
age of sixty-two $m per month; sixty- 
six years. $ 1 0 per month, and seventy 
years. $12 per mouth. 
In addition to 
the above rates his MU gives to the 
men who served two years or more 
an additional Increase of $2 per month 
in each of the above classes 
The bill 
increases the minimum of pensions al­ 
lowed to $ 8 per month, instead of $6 , 
which will increase the p- nsions of 
125,394 soldiers who are now on the 
rolls at $ 6 per month. Th*1 bill further 
provides that the pensions of widows 
who married the soldiers prior to Jan. 
1, 1870, and who are now on the rolls 
drawing $8 shall be increased to $1 2 . 
Heretofore the law has been that they 
could not get 
$ 1 2 unless their hus­ 
bands died of disease contracted in 
the service. This bill will give an in­ 
crease to the men who served ninety 
days, and increases for the men who 
fought through the entire war, and 
also increases the pensions of the 
widows who married soldiers during 
or immediately following the wrar.
